antine Lifted 


LITTLE ROCK—Four 
counties in 


Arkansas and part of another will be 
released Monday from the cattle tick 
quarantine area by the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry, it was an- 
nounced by Dr. J. H. Bux; state vet- 
erinarian. The 'counties affected are 
Hot Spring, Clark, Pine and Miller 
and part of Howard, which leaves only 
15 counties in the quarantine area. 


When the federal government began 


supervision of cattle tick eradication 
in 1906 every county in Arkansas was 
infested and 985 counties in 15 states 
were within the quarantine 
area. 


There now are • only 146 counties in 
the United States in the quarantine 
area. 


Five whole counties and part of one 


county in Florida and 
'nine whole 


counties, remainder of two counties 
and part of one county in Texas will 
be released Monday, making 18 whole 
counties, remainders of three and parts 
ot two others in the three state to be 
released Monday. Seventeen counties 
were released in Mississippi last July 
1, completing that state. No areas were
